3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although art is known 
which discloses the issuance of an IC card, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest 
either alone or in combination thereof: 
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an RFID card issuing system comprising a photographing unit, ID number reading unit; 
image processing software; and card printing unit, the system performing: 

a step acquiring an image data by taking a photograph of a person by the photographing 
unit, thereafter acquiring the image data in a folder which stores the image data and is provided 
in a data storing unit by driving the image processing software by way of system software, 
applying a predetermined file name to the image data, registering the file name in a database, and 
associating the file name with personal information; 

a step of reading the personal information of the person and the file name of the image 
data from the database by the system software to send the personal information and the image 
data to the printing unit, printing the personal information and the image data on a main surface 
of the RFID card by the printing unit, and issuing the RFTD card; and 

a step of reading an ID number of an electronic tag from the electronic tag on a rear 
surface of the RFID card by the ID number reading unit, registering the ID number in the 
database by the system software, and associating the ID number with the file name and the 
personal information.
